police officers and policemen were ar- 
rested tonight on charges of extortion, 
bribery and conspiracy. 

A police captain, seven sergeants, 
one district detective, two city hall de- 
tectives and twelve patrolmen, whose 
hnumes were found 
“little black book” seized in a raid 
by federal prohibition agents last 
week, were placed in a city hall cell 
room, pending their arraignment to- 
morrow. 


Majority Held Confess. 


The majority of those arrested, the 
state’s attorney announced, have con- 
fessed in detail their culpability in a 
scheme of: grafting which he declared 
to be “ tremendous.” 

The arrested men include Capt. 
Chailes Cohen, former commander of 
the South Philadelphia station and 
now commander of the Twentieth and 
Berks streets station; District Detec- 
tive Albert Long, City Hall Detective 
Thomas Collins, and his partner, 
Thomas Mason. 

“The graft in that district was being 
extorted in almost unbelievable 
amounts,” Mr. Monaghan said. “In 
cne instance a 75 gallon still -was 
forced to pay $300 a week protection 
money for three or four months.

$4,000.

It's axiomatic in football that a 
team that can block and tackle never 
will be beaten badly. It is also said 
that interference is fifty per cent of 
the offense. That's why successful 
coaches «wtress these departments of 
play. a 

Not many years ago mob interfer- 
ence was used to clear a path for the 
runner. In mob interference the block- 
ers bunched together and raced pell 
mell off tackles or around ends to take 
off the. first tacklers they met. Indi-

Many styles of biecking are used to 
put tacklers out of the play. There is 
the rolling block in which the inter- 
ferer dives at the tackler’s feet and 
continues to roll*over and over side- 
ways into his knees. This is a good 
block when the interferer is too far 
away to employ other methods : of 
checking the tackler. Rear interfer- 
ence is the throwing of one’s body 
from behind against the small of the 
back of a tackler. In doing so, how- 
ever, the blocker must be careful that, 
his body does not slide down on the 
tackler’s legs. In this case it would be 
clipping’ and a 25 yard peneity would 
be inflicted. 


The shoulder block is more common- 
ly used. The shoulder should be driven 
into the tackler’s stomach with the 
head on the side next to the path of 
the runner. It should be a hard, de- 
termined drive, followed by a con- 
tinued movement. In the hip block 
the interferer slips his right leg to the 
side and past his opponent’s_ thighs, 
with hands on the ground and back of 
his feet. He shculd be sure to keep 
in contact with his man and by forc- 
ing him back keep him in a pocket 
made by the leg and arm. The body 
block is similar to the rolling block. It 
is made by diving forward and 
straightening out so that the back is 
toward the tackler. 

Cross blocking is a term used when 
two offensive players take off one of 
the defense. It is generally used by 
two f The lead off man 
charges, while the other waits until 
the opponent has started to come 
through.

To the close follower of football 
nothing is more interesting than a 
‘Mackle which brings the ball carrier to 
the ground with a thud. The tackler 
must get the bail carrier in a position 
where he cannot dodge. When he has 
him cornered he should lunge with 
full force at his thighs so he slip 
down around the knees. It is poor 
policy to turn the head when making 
the tackle. A safety man never should 


run up to meet a ball carrier who has 


cleared the secondary. It is easy fora 
smart runner to dodge a tackler com- 
ing directly at him. The safety man 
should force the runner between him- 
self and the side line. In this position 
he can make a determined lunge 
which will not be broken by a stiff 
arm. Practice’ with a dummy helps to 
develop ; good tackling, but players 
should be given plenty of drill in going 
down the field under kicks to tackle 
the punt catchers. Linemen should 
be given just as much praction as 
other members of the team. 

Don Lourie of Princeton was a won- 
derful blocker and tackler. The Tiger 
quarter back was an all-American se- 
lection in. 1920. Johnny McGovern of 
Minnesota and Bennie Friedman of 
Michigan could tackle viciously in the 
open, while Crowley and Miller of 
Notre Dame and MclIiwain of Illinois 
expert blockers.

Another letter that the article on 
green tomato cooking brought to me 
was this one: “ Dear friend: You are 
that. .. . Today the paper says 
green tomato cookery. I do like fried 
green tomatoes, but here is one that 
every one does not know about. which 
both my mother and I, as well a8 many 
friends and relatives, consider super- 
fine—green tomato mince meat, After 
reading it you may find that you have 
tried it, but I always find that regard- 
less of other mince meats, this has 
more ‘it’ than any other: 

“One peck green tomatoes, 5 pounds 
brown sugar, 2 pounds of seeded rai- 
sins chopped, 1 pound suet chopped, 
* quarts of tart apples chopped, 2 
tablespoons each of salt, cinnamon, 
cloves, 1 tablespoon nutmeg, 1 cup 
cider vinegar. Method: Chop~toma- 
toes, drain through colander, cover 
three times with cold water, drain 
each time, then put in a kettle on the 
back of the stove with water to partly 
cover. Add rest of ingredients. Cook 
slowly until tender. Put into jars 
while hot and seal. Makes about 8 or 
9 quarts.”

fat folder full. One of these recipes 
even began with the transplanting of 
the tomato, how to fix the place for 
its teet and was most instructive about 
the way of caring for the plant.
